Washington, June 8 —Though) 
bo agreement has been made it j 
is likely that the clash in the Sen I 
ale on the statehood report will j 
not come until Tuesday.

Foraker himself desires that the j 
consideration be deferred to then j 
Mr. Foraker*? reasons in ask ! 
ing that it be deferred were that 
two of the senators who are sup­ 
porting him desire to Ieave the 
«ity for a few days and they have 
not been able to make pairs 
Whether Mr. Foraker is correct 
in believing that he has a majori­ 
ty back of him in his desire to 
reject the conference report lo 
one knows. 
The fact that he has 
been willing to defer consideration 
until Tuesday has suggested to 
nome that he 
not quite sure of 
his majority. 
The suspicion is 
encouraged by 
the knowledge 
that if need be Mr. Foraker’s fol 
lowers are prepared to filibuster. 
lf the conference report sho uld 
be adopted by the 'Senate, that, 
of course, would assure statehood 
for Oklahoma and Indian Terri­ 
tory, because the House woald do 
likewise with much alacrity and 
enthusiasm, 
lf the Senate should 
reject it, or if its acceptance 


should be prevented by a tilibust- 
er, then the House would hardly 
get an opportunity to express its 
will on less the I democrats extort 
that l»oon by means of their fili­ 
buster. 
Altogether it seems that the 
best hope for statehood is by 
means of the sundry cjvj] bill.

Guthrie, Ok., June 8 — Gover­ 
nor Frank Frantz has issued the 
following flag day pr clamation: 
‘‘The one hundreth and twen­ 
ty-ninth

1007.

national, observance, I hereby 
call upon the people of Oklahoma 
to turn their minds upon this an­ 
niversary day to these great prin­ 
ciples which have become the ac­ 
knowledged sum and substance 
bf our high civilization. 
“Especially do I recommend 
the recollection and recounting by 
old and young alike, of tho*e 
deeds of self-sacrifice and hero­ 
ism performed by our revolution­ 
ary forbears in establishing free­ 
dom and a fit home for freedom's 
offspring—the free institutions 
now our secure possessions, the 
pride of the nation's advancing 
citizenship, the envy of the world. 
“ The flag of the United States 
mean* everything to us as a »na 
tion. 
In the shining folds of the 
stars sod stripes the humblest 
citizen of the land reads the story 
of his priceless heritage, the op 
pressed of every country read* 
the story of its refuge, the labor 


er worthy of his hire reads his 
rights to th3 fruits of his toil and 
enjoyment of the same, the moth­ 
er gloriously yielding up her 
soldier or sailor boy read* the 
message of “consolation in the 
thanks of the republic they died 
to save. ” 
“The birthday of our flag: 
Long and ever may the nation 
observe this anniversary with 
fitting tribute of remembrance 
and the renewal of our allegiance 
to the cause for which it stands 
throughout the world.”

In line with the leading states 
of the Union, Oklahoma, the pro 
spective Dew state, will panic - 
p te in the Jamestown Exposition 
at Norfolk, Virginia, next year. 
W herever Ohlahoma has made an 
exhibit at an exhibition it was 
creditable and drew favorable at 
tention to that territory, hence it 
is safe to assume that the Oklaho- 
homa exhibit at the Jamestown 
Exposition will be worthy of that 
prospective state. 
A choice site has been ^elected 
by Governor Frantz at the expo­ 
sition grounds for the Oklahoma 
building and work will begin as 
soon as the plans have been de­ 
cided upon.

tary Hitchcock has requested of 
Congress an additional appropria­ 
tion of $100,000 for the use of the 
Five Civilized Tribes.

BOY MAKES RICH DISCOVERY 


Rich Store of Relics Unearthed by 
Youngster in Ancient 
Athens. 


Athens.—A boy’s find of some lit­ 
tle leaden figures at Lemnaeum, near 
Sparta, has led to the discovery of 
a rich, store of relics, which were 
the offerings to the goddess Artemis 
Orthia, whose temple stood on the 
site in the days of ancient Greece. 
Excavations, 
immediately 
com 
menced under the. direction of Guy 
Dickins, of Oxford, revealed 
thou­ 
sands 
of 
little 
objects, beautifully 
carved or cast in terra cotta, ivory, 
lead, bronze, gold and silver. 
There 
are terra cotta goddesses, ivory war­ 
riors, gold nad silver ornaments, pot­ 
tery and masks of quaint design, be­ 
sides quantities of 
leaden 
images 
representing figures, animals, arm or 
and fabulous monsters.

excavations 
produced these objects, and an in­ 
scription was brought to light on the 
fourth.

SPURIOUS COINS IN GRAVE 


Unaccountable Presence of Counter- 
felts in Recently Opened 
Sepulchre. 


St. Louis. 
Counterfeit coins bearing 
the date of 1899 and 1897 found in the 
grave of a man who died 15 years ago 
furnish a puzzle for the secret service 
agents at St. LaduIs. 
The coins were 
unearthed near Arden, Douglas coun 
ty, Mo., recently, when the body of 
John Keenan was disinterred by rela 
tives for removal to California. 
Lee T. Philpot, secret service agent, 
returned from that locality with $64 
of the spurious coins, which he recov­ 
ered from B. H. Quick, a farmer, to 
whom they were turned over. 
Phil­ 
pot was unable to get any clue as to 
where the 
money came 
from, 
and 
there were no traces of any bad money 
having been in circulation there 
re­ 
cently. The “plant” is supposed to be 
an old one, made by some counterfeit­ 
er, who picked out a grave as the place 
least likely to be discovered in case 
of a search. 
The coins are badly rusted, but some 
of them are good imitations. The col­ 
lection includes 18 dollars, 85 half dol­ 
lars and 16 quarters. 
Keenan and his 
son, Rudolph Keenan, lived in an iso­ 
lated spot in the Douglas county hills. 
Both died about the same time. 
Philpot searched an old cabin where 
they lived for counterfeiting tools but 
found none. 


New York.—After 18 years of unavail 
Ing search by scientists all over 
the 
world, the germ that causes rheumatic 
fever or acute articular rheumatism 
has been discovered as the result of 
experiments in the Presbyterian Hos­ 
pital laboratory of this city 
by 
Dr. 
Lewis Fox Frissell, attending physi­ 
cian to the Seton hospital. 
The dis­ 
coverer declares rheumatism is infec­ 
tious. 
Dr. Flssell describes to the alumni 
of the Presbyterian hospital his ex­ 
periments. He first made an. effort to 
isolate an organism from 
the 
fluid 
drawn from the joints of a rheumatic 
patient. 
This was injected into the 
veins of rabbits without result 
Next 
cultures were taken from the tonsils 
of persons suffering from both ton- 
silitis and articular rheumatism. Fail­ 
ure again. 
Finally, the experimenter 
selected 
an alcoholic woman, who was found 
In a hospital 
ward 
suffering 
f r o m 
articular rheumatism 
of 
l l 
years’ 
standing. 
A culture was taken from 
her tonsils. Germs were found, linked 
together In chains. 
A rabbit 
into 
which the germs were injected 
be­ 
came lame as with rheumatism. 
The 
animal was killed and the germs taken 
from it were injected into ten other 
rabbits. 
All of these after a time de­ 
veloped the rheumatic symptoms. 
The rheumatism germ, thus isolated, 
Is described by Dr. Frissell as looking 
a good deal like diplococci, or strep­ 
tococci. 
It possesses, however, a spe­ 
cial affinity for the joints. 
Dr. Frissell concludes that 
“while 
exposure to wet and damp may bring 
on rheumatism, the real cause is a 
specific germ." 
Rheumatism he classes as an Infec­ 
tious disease, which occurs in epidem­ 
ic form. 
Pleurisy and rheumatism of 
the heart, he told the alumni, 
were 
both probably due to the newly-dis­ 
covered germ.

CHEAP COLORED GARMENTS A 
MENACE TO HEALTH. 


Chicago Physicians Inveigh Against 
Underwear Offered for Sale 
by 
Conscienceless 
Dealers. 


PART DOG AND PART BEAR 


Singular Animal Resembles Each of 
Parents in Some Par­ 
ticulars. 


DANGER IN CLOTHES BRUSH 


English Medical Authority Dilates 
Upon Menace to the 
Health. 


London.—The current number of the 
Lancet devotes an article pointing out 
the danger of the clothes brush. It de­ 
clares that the brushing of clothes in 
living rooms is a danger to health, as 
the bacteriology of dust distinctly indi­ 
cates. After dilating upon the dangers 
of m icroorganisms and pathogenic en­ 
tities contained in the dust in our gar­ 
ments, the Lancet admits that clothes 
must be brushed, but in a household 
conducted on hygienic lines a spacial 
room should be relegated to the work. 
Even this, however, is insufficient for 


Denver.—Half bear, half dog, a re­ 
markable 
prodigy of nature, 
was 
brought to the, city from Nebraska by 
I. Pinter. 
It is the only known ex­ 
ample of the crossing of the dog and 
bear families. 
Teddy is the name of the hybrid. 
His mother was a common stray dog 
of North Platte, Neb., a little bigger 
than a Scotch terrier and of the same 
general build and color.

The creature is now eleven months 
old and weighs about 35 pounds, but 
looks much heavier. At first sight the 
animal gives the impression of a pe­ 
culiar kind of dog, although on closer 
examination the bear peculiarities are 
more evident. 
The ears are long and 
drooping, like those of a spaniel, the 
tail is also that of a spaniel. The eyes 
are large and have the mild dog-like 
expression. A bear has short upstand­ 
ing ears, a stub tail never more than a 
couple of inches long and the eyes are 
small and quite different in expression 
and the manner they are set in the 
head.

The legs are 
bear paws, thick as a man’s arm and 
short, with pads that will in

The animal shows little intelligence 
and energy.

fuse to go more than a mile at a time 
unless slow progress is made. 


Chicago.—That the cheap shirt sales 
are a source of danger to the public 
health was brought out by a discussion 
between four physicians who had ex­ 
pected to be present at a meeting of 
the Chicago Medical society. The four 
physicians had prepared a short pa­ 
per each on the danger accruing from 
the use of the cheap clothing which is 
being disposed of at reduced prices by 
various second-hand and other clothiers 
over the city. 
I oremost among the papers was that 
of Dr. Charles A. Motter. 
Dr. Motter 
has been Investigating the coloring of 
the pink shirts 
which 
have 
been 
quoted at 39 to 49 cents at various 
clothing stores of the city for some 
time and In every instance, he states, 
he has found that the coloring of the 
cheap pink shirts has been poisonous 
and especially 
deleterious 
if 
worn 
next to the skin, as is the case with 
most of the laboring men and others 
who buy cheap shirts. 
I nderwear, especially in summer 
time, said Dr. Motter, “is a luxury in 
which the poor do not indulge. 
The 
colored 
shirts, especially 
the 
pink 
ones, are a source of poison because 
they 
come 
next 
the 
skin. 
The 
coloring 
matter, which 
contains 
a 
large percentage of poison, comes in 
contact with the skin and the poison 
is transferred to the blood through the 
pores. Many cases of blood poisoning 
which have been referred 
to 
other 
causes, many of them of a supposedly 
internal nature, can be traced to our 
39-cent shirts. 
Pink is the most dangerous color 
in the cheap garments. The blues and 
grays are the 
least 
dangerous, al­ 
though there are some ingredients of 
blue shirts, especially of 
the 
calico 
pattern, which if worn next a sweaty 
skin will produce all the symptoms of 
blood poisoning. 
A red shirt if worn 
by a laboring man next his skin is al­ 
most sure to cause diseases of the 
cuticle, if not diseases of the blood. 
“If poor people could be made to 
understand the value of wearing at 
least a light suit of underwear 
be­ 
neath any colored shirts, no m atter 
from whom purchased, the problem of 
skin diseases would be simplified, to 
say the least, and I believe that blood 
diseases would be much less frequent.” 
The m atter of bathing among the 
poor has little to do with the problem 
of cheap shirts, according to Dr. Mot­ 
ter. 
The main efforts of physicians 
should be directed toward interesting 
the poor In the value of the use of 
cheap white underwear which, it 
is 
claimed, is not in vogue among the 
purchasers of the nighly colored and 
highly unsanitary outer clothing 
An effort will shortly be made to in­ 
terest the settlement workers of the 
city in the problem of sanitary un­ 
derwear for the poor and the discon­ 
tinuance of highly colored shirts, es­ 
pecially where these are worn next the 
skin. 


LUCK IN TEXAS OIL FIELDS 


Land Owners Said to Have Mads 
More Money Than the 
Operators. 


Humble, Tex.—The oil operators ar# 
trying to locate new oil fields in Tex­ 
as. Since the original discovery of oil 
at Spindle Top they have been for­ 
tunate in discovering new fields, one 
after the other, to take the place o: 
the exhausted oil districts. 
When the output of Spindle Top wa# 
at a low ebb the Sour mice field was 
discovered. 
The heavy production of 
the Sour lake field had fallen off when 
oil was discovered at Batson. 
The 
Batson field was a heavy producer for 
nearly a year. 
Salt water made its appearance in 
the wells, the oil supply was shut off 
and oil was discovered at Humble. All 
of Batson moved 
here, 
causing 
a 
town of several thousand 
people 
to 
spring up almost in one night on the 
spot where before there had been only 
a blacksmith shop and one store. 
The oil production of the Humble 
field has been falling off rapidly of 
late. 
All the larger operators, there­ 
fore, are wildcatting for new oil fields. 
It is considered 
practically 
certain 
that a new field will 
be 
discovered 
soon. 
The bringing of an oil well in wild­ 
cat territory is a signal for land values 
to go soaring. 
During the height of 
the boom of Spindle Top land in tho 
proved oil territory sold in lots of one- 
eighth of an acre for $200,000, or at 
the rate of $1,600,000 an acre. ’ That 
price has never been reached In any of 
the other fields, but It is not unusual 
for small tracts to sell for as much as 
$5,000 an acre. 
borne big fortunes have been made 
by the original owners of lands 
in 
these oil fields. 
Men who had been 
eking out a bare existence at farming 
and would have been glad to sell out 
for five dollars an acre found their 
land suddenly worth hundreds of dol­ 
lars an acre. 
It is said that these original 
land 
owners have made more out of the oil 
discoveries in Texas during the last 
five >ears than the oil operators them­ 
selves. 
There are many instances of 
these sudden fortunes.

INDIANA 
FARMERS 
CAPTURE 


FARMYARD 
MARAUDERS. 


Ferocious Beasts Slay Sheep' and 


Calves Within an Hour's 


Bide of Great Me- 


tropolis. 


Chicago.—Five wolves captured and 


some still free within rifle shot of 
where stupendous manufacturing in- 
wrests are being rapidly developed 
serves to emphasize the theory that. 
after all, civilization is. as yet, only 
S step removed from savagery. In the 
Carumet district of Indiana, scarcely 
more than an hour's ride from Chica- 
go, the natives are boasting of recent 
wolf exploits and hoping for more to 
come. 


For some time tracks that old tim- 


ers declared were those of wolves had 
been seen. Scoffers pronounced it im- 
possible, but more tracks were seen. 
Strange noises were heard at night; 
chickens disappeared; even a sheep 
or two and small calves were killed 
and partly devoured. 


Finally George Hamper, In charge 


of a clubhouse and the surrounding 
farm, kilted a full grown wolf and, 
skinning It carefully, had the 
skin 


stuffed and mounted. 
Hunters, 
of 


course, envied Hamper's good fortune. 
However, this was not the only op- 
portunity afforded. 
The depredations 


continued. 


Wolves were often seen In the gray 


of early morning seizing chickens and 
devouring such carcasses of animals 
as had not been buried. 


No one secured another successful 


•hot and apparently the wolf pack was 
thriving and waxing larger and bolder. 
Several farmers along the river set 
traps, only to find them1 empty morn- 
Ing after morning 


Hampers determined upon trying 


his fortunes as a trapper. He hauled 
refuse, throwing it into considerable 
piles in such position as to form a 
hollow square, in the center of which 
was a dead horse. Between each two 
piles he'set a strong trap so that to 
get at the meat the wolves must pass 
over the traps or leap over the piles. 


Everything ready, Hamper and his 


men were anxious for the morning. 
It came, but no wolf was cowering in 
& trap. 
The next day, however,, as 


they were husking corn one of the 
men declared that he saw something 
moving among the refuse piles. 


It proved to be a full grown wolf, 


and a male 
How to secure him alive 


witbout encountering danger puzzled 
them a little; but one of the men cut 
a forked stick and held it upon his 
neck with sufficient force to pin him 
to the ground and to prevent 
him 


turning his head to bite. 


Next a strap was slipped under his 


body and moved forward until it could 
be buckled about his neck. A chain 
fastened to the 
strap 
provided 
a 


means by which he could be tied. 


Throwing blankets over the animal, 


the men took the Wolf to a building at 
the club where he was chained very 
much like one of his cousins, the watch 
dogs 


Since then three more wolves have 


succumbed to the prowess of Hamper, 
who is still awaiting a material re- 
ward in the form of bounty offered for

FORTUNE FROM 
WRECK. 


Australian. legislator Makes Lucky 


Purchase of Sunken Treas- 


ure Ship. 


Melbourne.—A 
million 
dollars 


made from a wreck purchased for 
$750 is the romantic piece of luck 
that has befallen Hon. J. O. Alk 
man, 
member of the legislative coun 


cil of Victoria. 


Two years ago on a June night the 


magnificent P. & O. steamship Aus- 
tralia, which cost nearly $3,000,000 
to build, went ashore at the entrance 
to Fort Phillip bay, a short distance 
from Melbourne. 
The vessel 
was 


subsequently put up at auction and 
knocked down to Mr. Alkman for 
$1,000. 
Afterward 
the 
auctioneer 


offered the cargo, wnlch was pur- 
chased by Mr. Alkman for $750. 


Soon divers went to work and the 


cargo was rescued. Dry goods, hard- 
ware and electro-plated ware were 
recovered in good condition. 
A val- 


uable cargo of Muntz metal was also 
found, realizing over $3,700. 
Nine 


hundred tons of bar iron, bar steel, 
tool steel and shear steel were re- 
covered from the wreck and sold for 
an average of $50 a ton. Seven hun- 
dred and forty tons 
of galzanlzed 


iron and 40 tons of steel were re- 
covered during the first operations. 
After six months' operations it was 
decided to abandon the work, when 
an engineer suggested that the cop- 
per pipes, the 
brass fittings and 


other metal of the ship itself would 
be worth salving. 


Operations were renewed and 219 


tons of brass, copper and gun metal 
were saved, «nd 1,950 tons of scrap 
cast were obtained from the engine 
and other castings aboard. Five tan- 
dem and four tangye engines and a 
large quantity of pig iron were also

land which up to the present has not 
been revealed. 


The gravity of the situation, unless 


the expedition against the natives is 
speedily successful, cannot be exag- 
gerated, according to South Africans. 
The reason for the sudden violent na- 
tive outbreak is disputed. Some de- 
clare that long seething 
discontent 


was brought to a head by the collec- 
tion of the hut tax which is now pro- 
ceeding, but the tax, which has long 
been paid, seems for the most part to 
be coming in quietly. Others believe 
that the present generation, deprived 
by long peace of the opportunity of 
"blooding their assegais," have gone 
on the warpath in order to do so and 
thus become "men" in the Zulu sense 
of the word and avoid the ignominy of 
remaining "boys." 


RHEUMATISM GERM FOUND 
Baciflus Said to Be Cans* of the Dis- 


ease Discovered by N«w 


York Doctor. 


New York.—After 18 years of unavail- 


ing search by scientists all over the 
world, the germ that causes rheumatic 
fever or acute articular rheumatism 
has been discovered as the result of 
experiments la the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital laboratory of this city by Dr. 
Lewis Fo* Frissell, attending' phyafc- 
clan to the Seton hospital. The dis- 
coverer declares rheumatism is infec- 
tious. 


Dr. Flssell describes to the alumni 


of the Presbyterian hospital his ex- 
periments. He first made an effort to 
Isolate an organism from 
the fluid 


drawn from the joints of a rheumatic 
patient. 
This was Injected into the 


veins of rabbits without result. Next 
cultures were taken from the tonsils 
of persons suffering from both ton- 
silitis and articular rheumatism. Fail- 
ure again. 


Finally, the experimenter 
selected 


an alcoholic woman, who was found 
in a hospital 
ward 
suffering 
from 


articular rheumatism 
of 11 years' 


standing. A culture was taken from 
her tonsils. Germs were found, linked 
together in chains. 
A rabbit into 


which the germs were injected 
be- 


came1 lame as1 with rheumatism: The 
animal was killed and the germs taken 
from it were Injected into ten other 
rabbits. All of these after a time de- 
veloped the rheumatic symptoms. 


The rheumatism germ, thus isolated, 


is described by Dr. Frissell as looking 
a good deal like dlplococcl, or strep- 
tococci. It possesses, however, a spe- 
cial affinity for the joints. 


Dr. Frissell concludes that "while 


exposure to wet and damp may bring 
on rheumatism, the real cause is a 
specific germ." 


Rheumatism he classes as an infec- 


tious disease, which occurs in epidem- 
ic form. Pleurisy and rheumatism of 
the heart, he told the alumni, were 
both probably due to the newly-dis- 
covered germ.

BOY MAKES RICH DISCOVERY 


Rich Store of Relics Unearthed by 


Youngster in Ancient 


Athens. 


Athens.—A boy's find of some lit- 


tle leaden tig-urea at Lemnaeum, near 
Sparta, has led to the discovery of 
a rich, store of relics, which were 
the offerings to the goddess Artemis 
Orthla, whose temple stood on the 
site in the days of ancient Greece. 


Excavations, 
Immediately 
com- 


menced under the direction of Guy 
Dicklna, of Oxford, revealed 
thou- 


sands of little objects, beautifully 
carved or cast in terra cotta, ivory, 
lead, bronze, gold and silver. There 
are terra cotta goddesses, ivory war- 
riors, gold nad silver ornaments, pot- 
tery and masks of quaint design, be- 
sides quantities of 
leaden 
images 


representing figures, animals, armor 
and fabulous monsters. 


For three 
days 
the 
excavations 


produced these objects, and an in- 
scription was brought to light on the 
fourth. 
It was a dedication to the 


Goddess Artemis Orthlo by the vic- 
tors in an athletic contest. 


The prospects of the excavations 


in and around Lemnaeum are so 
good that the government is adding 
two new rooms to the Sparta mu- 
seum. 


Daughter of Countess a Genius. 
A precocious little girl of Brussels, 


15 years old and an inventor, has de- 
sgned and patented a remarkable de- 
vice, consisting of a turntable for re- 
versing tbe direction of motor cars 
and wagons. 
The apparatus is fixed 


on the chassis, which has a driving 
wheel at each end and is worked by 
an electric motor. The invention was 
the outcome of watching the difficulty 
of maneuvering heavy motor wagons 
in the Antwerp streets. 
The patent 


for the invention has been secured in 
the name of Esther de Susi, daughter 
of Comtess de Susl. 


It is 32 Inches wide by 12 feet 


high and is divided into four panels. 
In the middle of the window is a

SPURIOUS COINS IN GRAVE 


Unaccountable Presence of Counter- 


feits in Recently Opened 


Sepulchre. 


St. Louis—Counterfeit coins bearing 


the date of 1899 and 1897 found in the 
grave -of a man who died 15 years ago 
furnish a puzzle for the secret service 
agents at St. Louis. The coins were 
unearthed near Arden, Douglas coun- 
ty, Mo., recently, when the body of 
John Keenan was disinterred by rela- 
tives for removal to California. 


Lee T. Philpot, secret service agent, 


returned from that locality with $64 
of the spurious coins, which he recov- 
ered from B. H. Quick, a farmer, to 
whom they were turned over. Phil- 
pot was unable to get any clue as to 
where the money came from, and 
there were no traces'of any bad money 
having been in circulation there re- 
cently. The "plant" is supposed to be 
an old one, made by some counterfeit- 
er, who picked out a grave as the place 
least likely to be discovered in case 
of a search. 


The coins are badly rusted, but some 


of them are good imitations. The col- 
lection includes 18 dollars, 85 half dol- 
lars and 16 quarters. Keenan and his 
son, Rudolph Keenan, lived in an iso- 
lated spot in the Douglas county hills. 
Both died about the same time. 


Philpot searched an old cabin where 


they lived for counterfeiting tools, but 
found none.

by Conscienceless 


Dealers. 


Chicago.—That the cheap shirt sales 


are a source of danger to the public 
health was brought out by a discussion 
between four physicians who had ex- 
pected to be present at a meeting of 
tbe Chicago Medical society. The four 
physicians had prepared a short pa- 
per each on the danger accruing from 
the use of the cheap clothing which Is 
being disposed of at reduced prices by 
various second-hand and other clothiers 
over the city. 


Foremost among the papers was that 


of Dr. Charles A. Motter. Dr. Motter 
has. been investigating the coloring of 
the pink shirts which have 
been 


quoted at 39 to 49 cents at various 
clothing stores of the city for some 
time and In every Instance, he states, 
he has found that the coloring of the 
cheap pink shirts has been poisonous 
and especially deleterious 
If 
worn 


next to the skin, as is the case with 
most of the laboring men and others 
who buy cheap shirts. 


"Underwear, especially in summer 


time," said Dr. Motter, "is a luxury in 
which the poor do not indulge. The 
colored shirts, especially the 
pink 


ones, are a source of poison because 
they 
come 
next 
the skin. 
The 


coloring matter, which contains a 
large percentage of poison, comes, in 
contact with the skin and the poison 
is transferred to the blood through the 
pores. Many cases of blood poisoning 
which hav,e been, referred to other 
causes, many of them of a supposedly 
internal nature, can be traced to our 
39-cent shirts. 


"Pink is the most dangerous color 


in the cheap garments. The blues and 
grays are the least 
dangerous, al- 


though there are some ingredients of 
blue shirts, especially of the 
calico 


pattern, which if worn next a sweaty 
skin will produce all the symptoms of 
blood poisoning. A red shirt if worn 
by a laboring man next his skin is al- 
most sure to cause diseases of the 
cuticle, if not diseases of the blood.

at a low ebb 'the Sour tflce field was • * 
discovered. The heavy production of 
the Sour lake field had fallen off when 
oil was discovered at Batson. 
The 


Batson field was a heavy producer for 
nearly a year. 


Salt water made its appearance In 


the wells, the oil supply Was shut off 
and oil was discovered at Humble. All 
of Batson moved here, 
causing a 


town of several thousand people to 
spring up almost in one night on the 
spot where before there had been only 
a blacksmith shop and one store. 


The oil production of the Humble 


field has been falling off rapidly oC 
late. All the larger operators, there- 
fore, are wildcattlng for new oil fields. 
It is considered practically certain* 
that a new field will be discovered 
soon. 


Toe bringing of an oil well In wild- 
M 


cat territory is a signal for land values 
to go soaring. During the height of 
the boom of Spindle Top land in the 
proved oil territory sold In lots of one- 
eighth of an acre for $200,000, or at 
the rate of $1,600,000 an acre.

Verociooa Beasts Slay Sheep' and 


, Calves Within an Hour's 


Bide of Great Me- 


tropolis. 


Chicago.—Five wolves captured and 


•ome still free within rifle shot o 
where stupendous manufacturing In 
wrest* are being rapidly developed 
serves to emphasize the theory that 
after all, civilization is, as yet, only 
a step removed from savagery. In the 
Calumet district of Indiana, scarcely 
more than an hour's ride from Chlca 
go, the natives are boasting of recen 
wolf exploits and hoping for more to 
come. 


For some time tracks that old tim 


era declared were those of wolves had 
been seen. Scoffers pronounced it 1m 
possible, but more tracks were seen 
Strange noises were heard at night 
chicken* disappeared; even a sheep 
or two and small calves were killed 
and partly devoured. 


Finally George Hamper, in charge 


of a clubhouse and the surrounding 
farm, killed a full grown wolf and 
skinning it carefully, had the 
skin 


•tutted and mounted. 
Hunters, o 


course, envied Hamper's good fortune 
However, this was not the only op 
portunlty afforded. 
The depredations 


continued. 


Wolvea were often seen In the gray 


Of early morning seizing chickens an< 
devouring such carcasses of animals 
as had not been buried. 


No one secured another successfu 


•hot and apparently the wolf pack was 
thriving and waxing larger and bolder 
Several farmers along the river set 
traps, only to find them1 empty morn- 
Ing after morning. 


Hampers determined upon trying 


his fortunes as a trapper. He hauled 
refuse, throwing it into considerable 
piles in such position as to form a 
hollow square, in the center of which 
was a dead horse. Between each two 
piles he* set a strong trap so that to 
get at the meat the wolves must pass 
over the traps or leap over the piles. 


Everything ready, Hamper and his 


men were anxious for the morning 
It came, but no wolf was cowering in 
a trap. 
The next day, however,, 


they wore husking corn one of the 
men declared that he saw something 
moving among the refuse piles. 


It proved to be a full grown wolf, 


and a male. How to secure him alive 
without encountering danger puzzled 
them a little; but one of the men cut 
a forked stick and held it upon his 
neck with sufficient force to pin him 
to the ground and to prevent 
him 


turning his head to bite. 


Next a strap was slipped under his 


body and moved forward until it could 
be buckled about his neck. A chain 
fastened to the 
strap 
provided a 


means by which he could be tied. 


Throwing blankets over the animal, 


the men took the wolf to a building at 
the club where he was chained very 
much like one of his cousins, the watch 
dogs. 


Since then three more wolves have 


succumbed to the prowess of Hamper, 
who is still awaiting a material re- 
ward in the form of bounty offered for 
wolf scalps. 


BOY MAKES RICH DISCOVERY 


Rich Store of Relics Unearthed by 


Youngster in Ancient 


Athens. 


Athens.—A boy's find of some lit- 


tle leaden ngrures at Lemnaeum, near 
Sparta, has led to the discovery of 
a rich, store of relics, which were 
the offerings to the goddess Artemis 
Orthla, whose temple stood on the 
site in the days of ancient Greece. 


Excavations, 
Immediately com- 


menced under the. direction of Guy 
Dicklna, of Oxford, revealed 
thou- 


sands of 
little objects, beautifully 


carved or cast in terra cotta, ivory, 
lead, bronze, gold and silver. 
There 


are terra cotta goddesses, ivory war- 
riors, gold nad silver ornaments, pot- 
tery and masks of quaint design, be- 
sides quantities of 
leaden 
Images 


representing figures, animals, armor 
and fabulous monsters. 


For three days the 
excavations 


produced these objects, and an in- 
scription was brought to light on the 
fourth. 
It was a dedication to the 


Goddesa Artemis Orthio by the vic- 
tors in an athletic contest. 


The prospects of the excavations 


in and around Lemnaeum 
are so 


good that the government is adding 
two new rooms to the Sparta mu- 
seum.' 


Daughter of Countess a Genius. 
A precocious little girl of Brussels, 


15 years old and an inventor, has de- 
sgned and patented a remarkable de- 
vice, consisting of a turntable for re- 
versing the direction of motor cars 
and wagons. 
The apparatus is fixed 


on the chassis, which has a driving 
wheel at eacb end and is worked by 
an electric motor. The invention was 
the outcome of watching the difficulty 
of maneuvering heavy motor wagons 
in the Antwerp streets. 
The patent 


for the invention has been secured in 
the name of Esther de Susi, daughter 
Of Comtess de Suai. 


Library on an Island.

for $675 three small Danish islands In 
the little belt known as the Bosthelm 
islands.

FORTUNE 
FROM WRECK. 


Australian Legislator Make* Lucky 


Purchase of Sunken Treas- 


ure Ship. 


Melbourne.—A 
million 
dollars 


made from a wreck purchased for 
$750 is the romantic piece of luck 
that has befallen Hon. J. G. Alk- 
man, member of the legislative coun- 
cil of Victoria. 


Two years ago on a June night the 


magnificent P. & O. steamship Aus- 
tralia, which cost nearly $3,000,000 
to build, went ashore at the entrance 
to Fort Phillip bay, a short distance 
from Melbourne. 
The 
vessel 
waa 


subsequently put up at auction and 
knocked down to Mr. Alkman for 
$1,000. 
Afterward 
th« 
auctioneer 


offered the cargo, which was pur- 
chased by Mr. Alkman for $750. 


Soon divers went to work and the 


cargo was rescued. Dry goods, hard- 
ware and electro-plated ware were 
recovered in good condition. A val- 
uable cargo of Muntz metal was also 
found, realizing over $3,700. 
Nine 


hundred tons of bar iron, bar steel, 
tool steel and shear steel were re- 
covered from the wreck and sold for 
an average of $50 a ton. Seven hun- 
dred and forty tons of 
galzanized 


iron and 40 tons of steel were re- 
covered during the first operations. 
After six months' operations it was 
decided to abandon the work, when 
an engineer suggested that the cop- 
per pipes, the 
brass 
fittings 
and 


other metal of the ship itself would 
be worth salving. 


Operations were renewed and 219 


tons of brass, copper and gun metal 
were saved, -and 1,950 tons of scrap 
cast were obtained from the engine 
and other castings aboard. Five tan- 
dem and four tangye engines and a 
large quantity of pig iron were also 
got from the wreck. The four pro 
peller blades, .which 
consisted 
o; 


phosphor or manganese bronze, ant 
which 
weighed 
14 
tons, 
realized 


$5,000 as old metal. 


Half the hull of the Australia stil 


remains above water and quantities 
of brass, copper and gun metal have 
still to be recovered. 
It is estimated 


that Mr. Alkman's profits from tha 
wreck are over 
a million dollars

English magistrate in the Mahlabatln 
district of Zululand, was shot

while using the field telephone to 
Eshowe. His escort of three troopers 
failed to capture the murderers. The 
scene of the murder is close to the 
battlefield of Ulundi, where the

It is not thought tha 
the murderers belong to 
Bambata's 


force, who are not likely to be so far 
from their center at Nandhla, and it is 
feared It marks the development of a 
fresh center of rebellion.

on the warpath in order to do so and 
thus become "men" in the Zulu sense 
of the word and avoid the Ignominy ol 
remaining "boys." 


SPURIOUS COINS IN GRAVE 


Unaccountable Presence of Counter- 


feit* in Recently Opened 


Sepulchre. 


St. Louis.—Counterfeit coins bearing 


the date of 1899 and 1897 found in the 
grave -of a man who died 15 years ago 
furnish a puzzle for the secret service 
agents at St. Louis, The coins were 
unearthed near Arden, Douglas coun- 
ty, Mo., recently, when the body of 
John Keenan was disinterred by rela- 
tives for removal to California, 


Lee T. Phil pot, secret service agent, 


returned from that locality with $64 
of the spurious coins, which he recov- 
ered from B. H. Quick, a farmer, to 
whom they were turned over. Phil- 
pot was unable to get any clue as to 
where the money came from, and 
there were no traces'of any had money- 
having been in circulation there re- 
cently. The "plant" is supposed to be 
an old one, made by some counterfeit- 
er, who picked out a grave as the place 
least likely to be discovered in case 
of a search. 


The coins are badly rusted, but some 


of them are good imitations. The col- 
lection includes 18 dollars, 85 half dol- 
lars and 16 quarters. Keenan and his 
son, Rudolph Keenan, lived in an iso- 
lated spot in the Douglas county hills. 
Both died about the same time. 


Phllpot searched an old cabin where 


they lived for counterfeiting tools, but 
found none. 


DANGER IN CLOTHES BRUSH 


English Medical Authority Dilates 


Upon Menace to th* 


Health. 


London.—The current number of the 


Lancet devotes an article pointing out 
the danger of the clothes brush. It de- 
clares that the brushing of clothes in 
living rooms ia a danger to health, as 
tbe bacteriology of dust distinctly indi- 
cates. After dilating upon the dangers 
of micro-organisms and pathogenic en- 
:itles contained in the dust in our gar- 
ments, the Lancet admits that clothes 
must be brushed, but in 'a household 
conducted on hygienic lines a special 
room should be relegated to the work. 
Sven this, hewever, is insufficient for 
'brushing clothes la a clumsy] and in- 
sanitary procedure, which might be 
superseded advantageously 1 by 
some 


effectual and less offensive method. 
The use of some kind 
of 
vacuum 


brush would, sanitarily speaking, 
be 


deal." 


Disease Affects Reformers. 


The specialists in diseases of the hu- 


man mind have given the name "par- 
anoia" to that farm of insanity in 
which the victim labors under a de- 
uslon involving an exaggerated and Ir- 
rational conception of his own impor- 
ance, wisdom, wealth and accomplish- 
ments.

RHEUMATISM 
GERM FOUND 
,— / 


Baoiflua Said to B* Can** of th* Dis- 


ease Discovered by Heir 


York Doctor. 


New York.—After 18 years of unavail- 


ing search by scientists all over the 
world, the germ that causes rheumatic 
fever or acute articular rheumatism 
has been discovered aa the result of 
experiments in the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital laboratory of this city by Dr. 
Lewis Fox Frisseli, attending' phy 
cian to the Seton hospital. The dis- 
coverer declares rheumatism is infec- 
tious. 


Dr. Flssell describes to the alumni 


of the Presbyterian hospital his ex- 
periments. He first made an. effort to 
Isolate an organism from the fluid 
drawn from the joints of a rheumatic 
patient. 
This was Injected into the 


veins of rabbits without result. Next 
cultures were taken from the tonsils 
of persons suffering from both ton- 
silitis and articular rheumatism. Fail- 
ure again. 


Finally, the experimenter 
selected 


an alcoholic woman, who was found 
in a hospital 
ward suffering 
from 


articular rheumatism of 
11 years' 


standing. 
A culture was taken from 


her tonsils. Germs were found, linked 
together In chains. 
A rabbit 
into 


which the germs were injected 
be- 


came1 lame as1 with rheumatism.' The 
animal was killed and the germs taken 
from it were Injected into ten other 
rabbits. All of these after a time de- 
veloped the rheumatic symptoms. 


The rheumatism germ, thus isolated, 


is described by Dr. Frissell as looking 
a good deal like diplococcl, or strep- 
tococci. It possesses, however, a spe- 
cial affinity for the joints. 


Dr. Frisseil concludes that "while 


exposure to wet and damp may bring 
on rheumatism, the real cause Is a 
specific germ." 


Rheumatism he classes as an infec- 


tious disease, which occurs in epidem- 
ic form. Pleurisy and rheumatism of 
the heart, he told the alumni, were 
both probably due to the newly-dis- 
covered germ. 


PART DOG AND PART BEAR 


Singular Animal Resembles Each of 


Parents in Some Par- 


ticular*. 


Denver.—Half bear, half dog, a re- 


markable prodigy of nature, 
was 


oughft'^to the. city from, Nebraska by 


I. Pinter. It is the only known ex- 
ample of the crossing of the dog and 
bear families. 


Teddy is the name of the hybrid. 


His mother was a common stray dog 
of North Platte, Neb., a little bigger 
than a Scotch terrier and of the same 
general build and color. Father Bear 
has never been seen. The dam gave 
birth to a litter of five of the strange 
puppies, but four were born dead. 


The creature is now eleven months 


old and weighs about 35 pounds, but 
looks much heavier. At first sight the 
animal gives the impression of a pe- 
culiar kind of dog, although on closer 
examination, the bear peculiarities are 
more evident. The ears are long and 
drooping, like those of a spaniel, the 
tall is also that of a spaniel. The eyes 
are large and have the mild dog-like 
expression. A bear has short upstand- 
ing ears, a stub tall never more than a 
couple of inches long and the eyes are 
small and quite different in expression 
and the manner they are set In the 
head. 


But the bear hump is very plain 


above the hindquarters. The legs are 
oear paws, thick as a man's 'arm and 
short, with pads, that will, in 
time 


make an Impression similar to the hu- 
man foot, and the claws are long. Ted- 
dy has never been heard to bark, but 
will occasionally give a modest bear's 
growl. In habits he is more side bruin 
.nstead of upright as is the fashion in 
the canine world. He always lies down 
to eat 


The animal shows little intelligence 


and energy. 
He has not 
strength 


enough to walk upstairs and will re- 
fuse to go more than a mile at a time 
unless slow progress Is made.

MENACE TO 


GARMENTS 
HEALTH. 


Chicago Physicians Inveigh Againi 


Underwear Offered for Sal* 


by Conscienceless 


Dealer*. 


Chicago.—That the cheap shirt sale 


are a source of danger to the publi 
health was brought out by a discussion 
between four physicians who had ex 
pected to be present at a meeting o 
the Chicago Medical society. The fou 
physicians had prepared a short pa 
per each on the danger accruing from 
the use of the cheap clothing which li 
being disposed of at reduced prices by 
various second-hand and other clothiers 
over the city. 


Foremost among the papers was tha 


of Dr. Charles A. Motter. Dr. Motte 
has. been investigating the coloring o 
the pink shirts which 
have 
been 


quoted at 39 to 49 cents at various 
clothing stores of the city for some 
time and in every Instance, he states 
he has found that the coloring of the 
cheap pink shirts has been poisonous 
and especially deleterious 
If 
worn 


next to the skin, as is the case with 
most of the laboring men and others 
who buy cheap shirts. 


"Underwear, especially 
In summer 


time," said Dr. Motter, "is a luxury in 
which the poor do not Indulge. Th 
colored shirts, especially 
the pink 


ones, are a source of poison because 
they 
come 
next 
the skin. 
The 


coloring 
matter, which contains 


large percentage of poison, comes, in 
contact with the skin and the poison 
is transferred to the blood through 
pores. Many cases of blood poisoning 
which hay* been, referred 
to other 


causes, many of them of a supposedly 
Internal nature, can be traced to our 
39-cent shirts. 


"Pink is the most dangerous color 


in the cheap garments. The blues an< 
grays are the 
least 
dangerous, al 


though there are some ingredients o: 
blue shirts, especially of the calico 
pattern, which if worn next a sweaty 
skin will produce all the symptoms o 
blood poisoning. A red shirt If worn 
by a laboring man next his skin is al- 
most sure to cause diseases of the 
cuticle, if not diseases of the blood. 


"If poor 'people could be made to 


understand the value of wearing a 
least a light suit of underwear be- 
neath any colored shirts, no matter 
from whom purchased, the problem of 
skin diseases would be simplified, to 
say the least, and I believe that blood 
diseases would be much less frequent.' 


The matter of bathing among the 


poor has little to do with the problem 
of cheap shirts, according to Dr. Mot- 
ter. 
The main efforts of physicians 


should be directed toward interesting 
the poor in the value of the use ol 
cheap white underwear which, it 
is 


claimed, is not in vogue among the 
purchasers of the nighly colored and 
highly unsanitary outer clothing. 


An effort will shortly be made to in- 


terest the settlement workers of the 
city in the problem of sanitary un- 
derwear for the poor and the discon- 
tinuance of highly colored shirts, es- 
pecially where these are worn next the 
skin.

Long Missing Steamship Found in

Since the original discovery of oil 
at Spindle Top- they have been for- 
tunate In discovering new fields, one 
after the other, to take the place 
the exhausted oil districts. 


When the output of Spindle Top was 


at a low ebb 'the Sour tflce field was 
discovered. The heavy production oC 
the Sour lake field had fallen off when 
oil was discovered at Batson. 
The 


Batson field was a heavy producer for 
nearly a year. 


Salt water made its appearance In 


the wells, the oil supply Was shut off 
and oil was discovered at Humble. All 
of Batson moved 
here, 
causing a 


town of several thousand people 
to 


spring up almost in one night on the 
spot where before there had been only 
a blacksmith shop and one store. 


The oil production of the Humble 


field has been falling off rapidly of 
late. All the larger operators, there- 
fore, are wildcattlng for new oil fields. 
It is considered practically certain' 
that a new field will be discovered 
soon. 


The bringing of an oil well In wild- 


cat territory is a signal for land values 
to go soaring. 
During the height of 


the boom of Spindle Top land In the 
proved oil territory sold in lots of one- 
eighth of an acre for $200,000, or at 
the rate of $1,600,000 an acre. 
That 


price has never been reached In any of 
the other fields, but it Is not unusual' 
for small tracts to sell for as much as 
$5,000 an acre. 


Some big fortunes have been made 


by the original owners of lands 
in 


these oil fields. Men who had been 
eking out a bare existence at farming 
and would have been glad to sell out 
for five dollars an acre > found their 
land suddenly worth hundreds of dol- 
lars an acre. 


It is said that these original land 


owners have made more out of the oil 
discoveries In Texas during the last 
five years than the oil operators them- 
selves. There are many Instances o* 
these sudden fortunes.
